Lisbon, Oct. 20..|SpecialJ Later
particulars regarding tho loss of the
Roumania state that a heavy fog pre¬
vailed at the time she struck and a
heavy sea is still running about the
wreck. Seven bodies havo been wasbod
ashore and tho fact that they wero un¬
clothed is takon to indioato that many
of tho pooplo on board were in their
berths whon tho steamer struok. Tho
placo where the stcamor wont ashore is
most difllcult to getatin stormy weather
and her condition can't bo found out.
Two mon watching for wreckage saw

something floating in the water. Think¬
ing it a valuable prize, they rushed into
the surf to seize it. They were picked
up by a rolling wavo and carried out
into the water, where they drowned in
Bight of hundreds of onlookers.
As soon as tho intelligence reachedbore that the Roumania had beenwrecked tho Government ordered tho

gunboat Soa Ire to prooeed to the scene
to render assistance. Tho gale wasblowing so furiously, however, that the
commander was unable to take bis ves¬sel out of tho harbor until early this
morning. The disaster occurrod a little
to the northeast of Capo Carvoeiro, al¬
most tho extreme westerly point o'Portugal.

It is thought tho Roumania mado
more leeway than was calcula od uponby C.ptain Wung, a* tho vessel was offher course and headod direct for the
COat-t. There Is no life saving nations
in tho vicinity of the wreck, and it is
doubtful if anything could have beendone in the gale.
Out of the 122 passengers and crow

only nine wero saved, namely. CaptainHamilton, an ollicer in tho B-itish Indian army; Lieutenant Roche and sevenLascars. Tho men wero all naked and
were found lying on tho sand with tho
incoming wav.H dashing ovor them.
Portuguese seamen lifted the prostrato
men on their backs and carried them
across the sand to tb* town where* d< c-
tors belonging to Iho garrison attended
them. They slowly gained strength.A squadron of cavalry is patrollingthe shore for several miles each sid*< of
tho wreck to prevent robbery of the* dead
and cargo that are boing washed ashore.

The Vitrified llrlck Work Moving
Alone Satisfactorily.

A largo part of tho highways of Roa¬
noke are impassablo because of tbo
stToot improvements and sewer work in
course of construction. This is likelytobe tbo cotditlon of affairs for some
time yet, but tbero is a glimmering of
hope that Roanoke will after a while
have passable roadways.
Th© work is progressing satisfactorily;

some is being completed and now workwill be started in a few days.Th© final rolling is being done onRandolph street, between Campbell andTazownll avenues. Tho macadam is alldown on Tazowell avenue, from Ran¬dolph to tbo cemetery, and that part ofttto street is ready for the top dressingand rolling.
The grading on Norfolk avenuo. be-twoon Holiday and Wise streets, isnearly completed and the macadam hasbeen put down between the tracks ofthe Winston-Salem division of tho Nor¬folk and Western railroad and Wise

stroet.
Th© gutters in tbis street have beenmade after tbo laying of the macadam,and this, tho board of public works

says, has yielded better results than
tbo most common way. of makingthe gutters tirst. This work is abouthalf completed and the> street will soonbe opened for tratllc.

lioiliday street nortb. of the Ran¬dolph street bridge has been completedwith the exception of a little work neartho bridge, and is now ready for the topdressing and tlual rollir-ir. Tho Streetllailway Company was i;ivon permissionto erect temporary pol«« in the centerof this street, but aro now putting up-their permanent poles on the side of the
street.
The final dressing b:is been put ontho approacn to the >»<>rih side of theIler.r.y street bridge. Center streetfrom Park to Com morse is graded andtho macadam is being put in plaoe.Tho grading on Moorman road fromPart utreot westward is nearly aom-pieted and tbo mauadam is being putdown to-day.

on Salem avenue is nearly completedand the laying of bric-K will begin at
onoo. Tbe work of grading and settingtho curbing preparatory to tbe cement¬ing for tbe paving on Campbell avenue
west of JefSersoa has been oommonoed.Sovoral streets are tarn up by sewerwork. The Salem avenue drain waacompleted yesterday and tbo Street willbo open to-morrow. Tho Henry street
sewer is completed to Church avenueand the excavation is progressing rap¬idly. About 200 feet of Norfolk avenueis torn up for sower work, between Ran¬dolph and Nelson streets.
